and tlie Lord Mayor was requested to for- 
ward a copy of the resolutions to Mr.

iiilluoin'-e in the mutter.

of 


citizens present, wlin were addressed by 
well-known public men. 
Mr. William 


M. Evarts told the story of the outrages, 
but not the whole story. 
He said: — 


"Men have been murdered, women out- 
raged, children dashed tn pieces or burned 
alive; whole streets occupied by Hebrews 
razed to the ground and desolated by lire; 
thousands of families reduced to beggary, 
and many banished 
from their homes. 


One hundred and sixty towns and village;: 
feel this scourge of persecution. 
Throe 


hundred houses and six hundred simps 
were plundered at Warsaw while .a garri- 
son of twenty thousand soldiers was kept 
within bin-racks and made no sign, and 
that, too. on the morning when in the 
name of Christ peace and good-will were 
proclaimed overall the earth." 


Such reciluls seem to carry us back to 


the middle agis, to which, indeed, the 
eivili/iition of the greater part of Russia 
belongs. 
Tim 
feeling of the Russian 


peasants is naturally hostile to tho Jews, 
and there is, perhaps, a certain justifica- 
tion 
for their hatred. The Jews are

while they are not: the Jew 


soils the peasant the

or whiskey 


which ruins hi.-; home, and at the same 
time londs him at usury and on security, 
the money which ho pays for the drink. 
Tho Jew prospers while the peasant suf- 
fers, and 
that this is the fault of the 


peasant's imthrift does not diminish his 
resentment toward the Jew. 
Tho peas- 


ant«' animosity, however, might be for- 
given; it is the position of government, 
which, by winking at the outrages, eu- 
ronrages them, that should arouse the 
indignation of 
Ihe world.

prasanls. 
They fire entitled to the pro- 


tection of tho government, 
lint instead 


of granting its protection, tho Czar's tyr- 
annical government sees an opportunity 
to re-establish itself in Ihe favor of the 
peasants by permitting them lo wreak 
their barbarous urath on llus Jews.

government has gone In tlie length of 
spreading among Ihe common people the 
belief that the Nihilists are mostly .lews, 
and thereby has turned the hatred of Iho 
people to both (-lassos. 
In this way tho 


Czar's government may gain an advantage 
in its own country, but it, will gain it at 
Iho expense of Hie OK too. in of tho civilized 
world. 
Hut there is good ground for tho 


Huupieiou lhat tho present Czar holds tho 
civilisation of Western Europe in con- 
tempt, ami thai this anti-Jinvish onifwdn 
is a part of his policy of the restoration of 
Russia In the ancient imtituliotiH and man- 
ners in their onliroly, which noein tn (lie 
rest of tho world ImrhaioiH, but lo him 
ndinirnblc.
